One of tire makers of paste wax 
for automobiles Is fully converted to 
the idea that cheesecloth is best 
for waxing That is because cheese­ 
cloth is soft, bulky and durable. It 
is also easy to fold Into a pad and 
to handle. It washes easily. Second 
best, in my opinion, is undershirting. 
Many a motorist never knows that 
Hie reason he did such a poor 
Job of polishing and waxing the car 
Is because he did not have the right 
kind of cloths—and enough of them. 
Tile starter drive should not rust, 
but if it does the chances are that 
there is a water leakage from the 
head gasket or a connection to toe 
car heater at the rear of the motor. 
It will save tire treads to slow 
down before entering a curve, rather 
than to get into the turn and then 
try to decelerate.
